The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: examiner 
finds applicant's arguments regarding the disclosure of Larson (U.S. 6,310,671) to be 
persuasive. In particular, Larson discloses a scattering element wherein the direction of 
index matching between the two domains is parallel to the transmission axis of the 
polarizer instead of perpendicular.
